for trees. Now, there certninly are 
years in this country that trees, give 
them as good attention as you may, 
will not grow—or live; but if properly 
transplanted and attended to it is ovr 
belief that in most years trecs can be 
made to grow. Some, however, have 
had little difficulty in getting the 
young trees to get a good start the 
firat summer, but the sinter has killed 
them either in part or wholly. This 
is a difficulty, but one that can be met, 
we think. Do not plant trees in an 
expcsed place. If possible have a 
tight fence around or near them, or 
manure or some other means of holding 
the snow. 

This last Arbor Day we. believe 
there was less tree planting done than 
is usual, both in Moose Jaw and else- 
where. This was caused partly from 
the bad weather interfering with the 
procuring of trees, and also from the 
opinion held by many as above stated 
that there is no use in planting. 

A plan is being very geuerally 
adopted by trustees both in Manitoba 
and the Territories of supplying a 
nuwber of trees to the school and have 
the scholars, under the direction of 


their teacher, plant the trees. This 
plan is a good one as the exercise in-

The Sour-Whey Question. 


In discussing the importance of qual- 


ity, returning the sour whey in the 
milk cans must necessarily be consider- 
ed. This practice is the cause of many 
bad taints and flavors in our cheese. 
About three-fourths of the factories in 


Ontario return the whey to tne patrons 


and if the practice is to be continued 


it ehould be carried on in the very best 


way possible. All the tanks at the 
factories should be elevated and kept 
thoroughly clean. The whey can then 
be pumped up by means of an ejector 
that will heat it from 130 to 140 de- 
grees. Such a temperature will tend 
to prevent the growth of germ life, and 
to cause the whey to keep sweet longer. 
Then, if the whey is all taken away 
every day and no sediment is allowed 
to accumulate in the bottom cf the 
tank, the quality of the whey will be 
improved. As soon as the whey is re- 
turned to the patron, it should be 
dumped out and the milk-can washed 
with lukewarm water and thorovguly 
scalded, and then placed where it can 
get the fresh air and the sunlight, 

which is un antidote for all kinds of | 
germ life. 

One of the great difficulties in re- 
gard to returning the whey is that pat- 
rons are neglectful. We have 
frequently seen sour whey in the milk- 
cans at 6 p.m., and we have also seen 
the wey dumped out just before milk- 
ing in the evining, the can given a 
half wash, and the new milk put into 
it.

ECONOMY IN PURCHASING. 


“Economy,” says a writer, ‘avoids all 
waste and extravagance, and applies 
money to the best advantage; frugality 
cuts off all indulgence and proceeds on 
a system of rigid and habitual saving; 
parsinony is frugality carried to an ex- 
treme. Economy is a virtue, parsimony | 
is a vice.” 

So many: influences have entered in-| 
to the formation and growth of our’ 
habits and the moulding of our charact- | 
ers that our needs must necessarily 
differ widely. No definite rules can, 
therefore, be submitted, the keeping of 
which would constitute economy, and 
the not keeping extravagance. Each 
individual must define and practise it 
as best suits the requirements of her- 
self or her household.

Cookies.—One and

The cost of a cedar wash tub is more 
than that of a common pine one, but 
it will outwear three of the latter. . 

Stove blacking can be bought by the 
dozen cakes for two-thirds of what it 
will cost at retail. 

Sugar is also sold at quite a reduc- 
tion, éven in the fifty-pound bags. 

Coffee is an exception to this rule; 
it is wiser to buy it in small quantities, 
unless you get the green berry an 
roast it at home. 


Tea can be bought at a reduction by 


getting five pounds, it only requires to 
be kept in glass fruit cans; it will lose 
none of its flavor. 

Raisins, citrons, currants, mace, etc., 
will keep perfectly fresh and moist in 
the same way. ; 

Nutmegs, pepper and all kinds of 
spice should be purchased by the pound, 
and kept in vessels as nearly air tight 
as possible.

APPLES FOR AUSTRALIA, 


An experimental shipment of apples 
to Australia bas proved a failure, but 
the many influences tending toward 
that result were of such a nature that 
a profitable trade need not yet be re- 
garded as impossible. Mr. L. Wol- 
verton, Secretary of the Ontario Fruit- 


Growers’ Association, and Mr. G. W. 
Cline of Winona,. made the ex- 
periment, and the fruit ‘was handled 
in Australia by Mr. A. F. Winter, who! 
makes a specialty of selling Canadian | 
yods on commission. The failure was! 
ue in a great measure to the spoiling | 
of the apples in transport. Alibough | 
they were ales ger separately in blot- 
ting paper, and all reasonable precau- 
tions taken, only 45 of the 113 bostate 
were marketable. In every variety a 
large proportion. were spoiled.. The 
duty of one shilling a bushel has since 
been removed. If the transportation 
problem can be solved without undue 
expense the trade may yet become pro- 
fitable. °

neither room, light nor air sufficient to 
enable them to develop their forms or 
flowers. I admire some of the old- 
fashioned flowers, the balsams, mari- 
golds and four o’clocks. Last year I 
saw a bed of balsams of fully fifty in 
a space one and one-half feet square, 
where there was hardly room enough 


for one plant, and the owner complain- | 


ed bitterly that his balsams were not 
as good as mine, each one of which had 
six square feet of ground room and 
they completely filled the space. 
Another common cause of asl ovenly 
garden is the desire to have a little of 
everything in a space only sufficiently 
large to grow a few kinds well. Form 
and coloc are so intermixed that the 


effect is destroyed; no harmony, no 
distinctness, simply a jumble of color. 


As well might we call an artist’s pal-| 


ette a picture. : 

In the window garden the same thing 
is noticeable. Ten times as many plants 
as look well or do well are crowded in- 
to a given space, for fear they will be 
killed by frost in the garden. Better 
by far have them killed outright.than 
to starve them in the house or com- 
pel them to eke out a sickly existence. 

When the flower garden is being 
planted, bear it in mind that a plant 
is never so beautiful as when it is 
grown to perfection. This cannot be 
done if it is crowded, or in the shade of 
trees or walls. tI is better to have a 
single specimen in the vigor of health 
and bloom that a floral hospital. A 
single plant of a good zinnia, or a 
single dahlia will adorn a_ garden for 
three months; whatever their colors may 
be there will be none others to destroy 
harmony, and any color is pleasing if 
it does not suffer by comparison. Plant 
a few kinds, no more than can have 
sufficient room and care, and give them 
a living chance. 


SOME GOOD RECIPES. 


Fruit Cake.—One-half cupful of but- 
ter, one cupful of sugar, one cupful of 
milk, two and one-fourth cupfuls of 
flour, sifted, one-half of a nutmeg; 
grated, one and one-half teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, one egg, one cupful of 
stoned raisins, one-tablespoonful of 
cooking wine or whiskey. Bake in a 
round tin nearly one hour. 

Shredded Cabbage.—Select a small 
white cabbage. One hour before din- 
ner cut it into quarters and soak in 
cold water. Dry and shave very thin 
with a sh knife. Heap it lightly in 
a salad bowl, and serve with vinegar.oil, 
pepper and salt, or a boiled salad dress- 
ing. One cabbage will make enough for 
two or three dinners. 

Gingerbread.—Mix butter the size of 
an egg with two tablespoonsful of sug- 
ar; add three-fourths of a cupful of mo- 
lasses, three-fourths of accupful of 
sour milk in which a large teaspoonful 
of ‘soda is dissolved, one teaspoonful of 
ginger and flour enough to make a ra- 
ther stiff batter. Bakeina sheet about 
twenty minutes. Spices may be- used 
instead of ginger and a few stoned rais- 
ins. 

Minnehaha Cake.—One cupful of sug- 
ar. one-half cupful of butter, one whole 
egg and the yolk of another, reserving 
the white for the frosting. two cupfuls 
of flour, three-fourths cupful of milk, 
one teaspoonful of cream tartar, one- 
half teaspoonful of soda. This will 
make two thick, round layers.or three 
thin ones. Bake in buttered tins twen- 
ty minutes or longer.—Good Housekeep- 
ing.

ees and general expenses, 1,250,000 
francs ; repairs and keeping of grounds, 
290,000 francs; secret fund at disposal 
of management, 150,000 francs ; orches- 
tra and other entertainments, 600,000 
francs; arrangement of races, proces 
sions fer carnival and charity, 373,900 
francs; travelling expenses (to send 
home people who have lost everything). 
130,000 francs; pensions, 75,000 francs} 
interest on 60,000 bonds, 25 francs each, 
1,500,000 francs; dividend, 160 francs 
per share of capital stock, amounting to 
9,625,000 francs; promotion and publi- 
city, 1,750,000 francs. The bookkeeping 
is done systematically, and a daily re- 
port from each of the gambling tables 
1s made. It is thus shown that a rou- 
lette table brings on an average 10,000 
francs per day in winter and 7,800 francs 
in summer. 

The respective sums on the “ Trente 
et quarante” tables are 7,500, and 6,200 
francs. One of the most interesting 
items is that of the press. French news- 
Papers receive no less than 1,450,000 
francs; the English press receive 50,000 
francs. The highest amount given to 
any paper is«70,000 franes to a Paris 
journal which in return gives above 
the headline for the first column on 
the first page the state of the weather 
in Monte Carlo on the respective day. 

Interesting items are aiso the travel- 
pensions. In these 
accounts the names of men and women 
who have lost their entire fortune on 
the green tables are down for what- 
ever pittafice they may have received 
to enable them to get away from the 
scene of their losses. This is done to 
avoid scandal and publicity. Accord- 
ing to the present contract the com- 
pany will retain possession until 1913. 
As a matter of fact the entire princi- 
ality of Monaco is direetly or indirest- 
y dependent upon Monte Carlo for a. 
living—police, Judges, officials, teach- 
ers, the clergy, and tradesmen—they 
atl will lose the better part of their 
incomes if once gambling in Monte Cage 
lo is discontinued. 


THE ASHANTEE “PICNIC.” ~ 
There has been a great deal of notice 
attracted in Great Britain to the re- 
markably well directed manner in which 
the Ashantee expedition was organized 
From the first, there 
was not the slightest hiteh of any de- 
scription, even in the compmissariat and 
train departments; where there is gen- 
erally more or less trouble. Now couiws 
the statement that the whole expedi- 
tion only cost £120,000 -(S600.008). It 
will therefore be seen that the British 
have made a= pretty good bargain in 
Ashantee. They have not only acquired 
a “protectorate” over Ashantee, which 
means practically the annexation of that 
territory, but the unfortunate King 
Prempeh has been fined 50,080 ounces 
of gold in addition, so that the fitile 
Ashantee “picnic” may be looked upon 
as being quite a successful affair, es- 
pecially when its small cost is consider- 
ed. [t is believed that high favors will 
be showered upon Sir Francis Scott, 
the leader of the expedition. 


SPECIE ROOM OF AN OCEAN LINER. 


In these days of heavy gold shipments, 
the specie room on the steamship 1% a 
very important institution, It is lo 
cated in an out-of-the-way place amid- 
ships, under the Few of the 
passengers know of its existence, or of 
the valuable treasure that is carried 
across the ocean with them. The room 
varies slightly on different ships, but 
is usually about 16 feet long by 10 feet 
wide and & feet high. It is riveted to 
gether, The floor, ceiling and the walis 
are all of steel plates. There is a heavy 
door, also made of steel. [t is provid- 
ed with a variety of combination lock 
that is said to be burglar-proof. The 
gold and silver are usualiy in bars, but 
occasionally a quantity of coin in bags 
is shipped.

Basrr, May 13.—A large meeting of the 
Liberal-Conservative Association of Banff 
was held in the Foresters’ hall on Saturday 
evening, 6th inst, the President, Dr. Brett, 
in the chair. 

After an opportunity to join the Associa- 
tion had been given,'which resulted ix an in- 
crease of over thirty members, W. H. Dis- 


brone was called upon to address the meet- | 


ing, which he did in his usual eloqueat ard 
pleasing style. 

- The speaker was greeted with cheers and 
then proceeded to give the history of the 
Conservative party since IS78, enumerating 
the many things they had done to benefit 
the country and aid its progress. Jiut while 
many things had been done still he realized 
that many more might have been done, and 
especially by the Department of the Iaterior, 
Immigration was not carried on the way he 
would like to have seen it, and many other 
things had been neglected, but he was pleas- 
ed with the progressive strides which had 
been made by the nation. and North West 
affairs would be much better looked after 
under the able management of Hugh John 
Macdonald, in the next administration. 
The National Policy had done great things 
for the country and he felt that it was still 
the policy which the intelligent electors of 
this country would support. 

The Remedial Bill, he said, should never 

have been brought into politics. Its con- 
stitutionality was undoubted and would 
have to be adhered to. Mr. Disbrone then 
reviewed the Liberal policy with regard to 
the Bill and showed how that even a more 
stringent Bill would be introduced should 
Layrier lead the government. Mr. Laurier 
had promised, in Montreal, that that should 
be the case. 
’ Mr. Bingay, of Nova Seotia, was rext 
called on and gave an account of how the 
N. P. worked in his province. Down there 
they had to pay $1 per bbl. more for their 
flour because of the protective tariff, and 
yet the people were satisfied because they 
could command a much better price for their 
coal and fish. He was convinced that there 
would be a large majority sent up from that 
province to support Sir Charles, 

In dealing with the School Question, Mr. 
Bingay said it was because of the constitu. 
tution that his party supported it. Sir 
Charles Tupper was the man who framed 
the school ordinance of Nova Scotia, and 
that ordinance gave the best of satisfaction. 
There were no separate schools there, which 
proved that Sir Oharles did not believe in 
them, and only supported them in Manitoba 
because they had been granted by the B. N. 
A. Act. Personally, the speaker was not in 
favor of perpetuating sectional feelings, but 
minorities had rights which should be re- 
spected. 

The president, our popular M. L. A., Dr. 
Brett, then addressed the meeting. He re 
cited the many benefits conferred on the 
country by the Conservative party. Sir 
Charles was always interested in the develop- 
ment of this great western country. It was 
Sir Charles and Sir John Macdonald who 
pushed the C. P. KR. to completion and open- 
ed up the prairies to settlement. 

The Conservatives, he said, had propound- 
eda policy. They stood firmly by that 
policy. Ontne other hand the Liberals’ 
policy was-a vacillating one. In 1878 their 
cry was ** Free Trade.” = Since then they 
have had Annexation and Unrestricted 
Reciprocity. Now Mr. Laurier says that 
it would be impossible to do away with the 
protective tariff at one stroke. It must be 
done gradually, He (Dr, Brett) would like 
to know what the real policy of the Liberal 
party was. 

The speaker then compared the financial 
position of Canada with that of other 
countries and showed that Canada was bet- 
ter off. 

Mr, Laurier, he said, had visited this part 
of the Dominion with the purpose of becom- 
ing better acquainted with the wants of the 
country and the wishes of the people. Dur- 
ing that trip he found out that the dearest 
wish of the people of Alberta was for repre- 
sentation in the Commons to which it was 
entitled. When the Bill came up to divide 
Alberta, the Liberal leader. was the first 
man to oppose it, and the result was that 
we now have but one representative. Votes 
of $12,000 had been asked from the govern- 
ment to pay debts incurred by the Terri- 
torial Fair, and $60,000 to assist in perfect- 
ing appliances for the cold storage and 
transportation of chilled meats. They were 
opposed by Mr. Laurier and his party. They
